London, May 13.— The stock ex- 
change committee and Mr. J. P. Mor- 
gan have come to the rescue of the 
altuntion, and the difficulty in which 
operators nnd brokers who have given 
calls for Northern Pacific for the end 
of May and July found themselves, is 
satisfactorily settled. 

The committee decided that the

During Past Decade.

The recent meeting of the Manu- 
facturers' club, at Charlotte, N. C., 
wns the occasion of several notable 
addresses, but the most remarkable 
feature of the occasion was the meet- 
ing itself. Manufacturing in the 
soulli is a tiling of recent origin, be- 
ing practically the growth of the 
past ten years. According to the 
Indianapolis Journal no other sec- 
tion of the country ever nfade as 
rapid progress in the development of 
manufactures, and especially of cot- 
ton manufactures, as the south lias 
clone during this period. Remarkable 
progress lias been made in some 
other lines of manufacturing, but 
especially in cotton. South Carolina 
has taken the lead in the new order 
of tilings. In 1894 that state had 
59 mills with 629,675 spindles. In 
1893, 20 additional companies were 
chartered with a total capital of 
*4,765,000; in 1890 12 more were in- 
corporated, with capital stock of 
$1,050,000; during the year ending 
August 31, 1898, there were added 
211,532 spindles; in 1899 11 new mills 
were chartered with an aggregate 
capital of $3,275,000, and 10 factories 
increased their capital stock by $2.- 
429,000. Statistics for the year 1900 
are not at linnd, but it is known they 
show continued progress. It is per- 
haps literally true, ns one of the 
speakers at Charlotte said, that "the 
center of cotton manufacturing in 
the United States has been trans- 
ferred from Fall River, Mass., to Co- 
lumbia, S. C. ' Other states show al- 
most equal progress.

There i.s a financial puzzle about 
j Russia which people living outside 
that country do not seem to under- 
stand. While almost everyone Las 
j known for a long time that Russia was 
1 commercially and financially in a bad 
; way, no one has bem able to fathom 
why she manages to keep up her vast 
undertakings without borrowing 
heavily from western Europe, 

The cause of the prevailing business 
depression, however, can be very eas- 
[ ily comprehended. Until a recent 
period in her history Russia was al- 
most entirely an agricultural country. 
Of late years the policy of the govern- 
ment lias been to encourage the peo- 
I pie to turn their uttention more to- 
I ward manufacturing. It invited out- 
j side capital to invest in Russian op- 
j port unities and enterprises and began 
J the task to provide for her population 
I many of those things which had prevl- 
! ously been bought from outsiders. As 
| a result manufactures were stimulat- 
| ed to a much greater degree than was 
warranted by industrial conditions, 
j Russia had no export trade to rely on, 

I and the overproduction has caused a 
shutdown in all industries. More- 
over, the peasants having been largely 
drawn from the farms to the towns 
have intensified the prevailing hard- 
ships and privations. Russia is experi- 
encing a crisis similar to, although far 
more severe than, the one through 
which Germany has been passing for 
some time. 

This economic condition is largely 
due to the sudden change of a people 
from agriculture to manufacture un- 
der the artificial stimulus of govern- 
ment aid expressed in bounties nnd 
other forms. 

ANNUAL RAILWAY PICNICS. 

OcciimIou* When Employer* and Em- 
ploye* Meet on Eqnnl Footing 

Conduer to Induatrlul l*eaee. 

The Railway and Engineering Re- 
view indorses the views of a corre- 
spondent (an employe) who advo- 
cates an annual meeting or picnio 
when officers and men of any lurg* 
corporation with their families may 
come together upon a pleasant occa- 
sion. Of late years, says the pub- 
lication referred to, the current criti- 
cism of Americans by foreigners ha9 
been that the chief end of their ex- 
istence seems to be tbat of money 
getting. However severe this criti- 
cism may seem to patriotic citizens, 
it is ail but too apparent that the 
welfare of the country suffers much 
by the too close application of ita 
business men to purely business mat- 
ters. So far as we understand the 
spirit of the wage-earners of iho 
country, the attitude oi the em- 
ployers of labor and that of the high- 
er officials having oversight of tlie 
same is a very powerful element in 
the regulation of industrial affairs, 
and its influence on tne labor status 
of the country cannot be ignored. 
An official having a wide acquaint- 
ance among the employes working 
under his direction, with their gpod 
will, is a greater power with laborers 
than proposed boards of arbitration 
ever will have in the settlement of 
labor difficulties. The employe who 
never gets the opportunity of meet- 
ing or of hearing nny of the officials 
above his immediate superior officer 
usually has but little evidence tbat 
the welfare of the employe receives 
official consideration. The fever of 
business rivalry and the concentra- 
tion of numerous interests under » 
single management tend toward a 
formation of the habit of estimating 
employes as machines instead of th® 
men they are, but such a spirit will 
never conduce to highest success in 
industrial operation. 

Barber* and Snnday-Cloalag. 

The Barbers’ union of Philadelphia 
has a Bunday-closing crusade, and 
since it started the committee has se- 
cured the arrest of a total of 239 bar- 
bers; 220 of them were fined by tha 
magistrates, 19 were discharged. Out 
of 220 fined by the magistrates, 155 
paid the4r fine immediately, one went 
to jail for six days, 28 appealed their 
eases to the court of quarter sessions, 
and 36 took out writs of certiorari 
from the common pleas court. Th* 
legal expenses in connection with th* 
several cases were $2,000.

the Manchurian concession: Itt,*sla at 
once changed its railroad plans and 
designated Tort Arthur, whose har- 
bor is open the year around (that of 
Vladivostock is frozen up for three 
months), as the terminal of its trnns- 
coitinental system. 

Instead of protesting at that time, 
Great Hritain, Germany and Franco 
secured railroad concessions <rf their 
own in other parts of Chinn, and not 
until very recently has the "Man- 
churian question" been made one of 
absorbing international interest. 

Veiled statements have come Irons 
St. Petersburg that ltiissni will never 
give up her hold on Manchuria and 
that it is only waiting for an appro- 
priate chance to annex it formally. 
Hut in order to supar-eoat the disa- 
greeable pill and make everybody 
concerned comfortnlde the Hussian 
government has, truthfully. ex- 
pressed a willingness to assume or 
guarantee the indemnity claimed by 
the various governments from China 
on account of the Boxer outrage and 
subsequent military expeditions. Tt 
may even go further and treat with 
Japan on the subject of Corean oc- 
cupation. The latter concession, 
however, may be considered as the 
limit of Hussian patience and con- 
ciliation: and should it bo rejected 
disdainfully, as Japanese advices say 
it will lie. t lie question must be sub- 
mitted to the arbitrament of war. 

Leaving aside the railroad question, 
Manchuria is a country well worth 
striving for. It occupies 373.000 
squnre miles, is drained by several 
large river systems, including four 
navigable waterways, the Sungari 
and Xonni on Hie nor 111 and the Ynlu 
and Liao on the south. Its entire 
area is tributary to the sen and to 
the commerce of the world through 
an extensive coast line on the Gulf 
of Pe-Chi-TJ, with safe and commodi- 
ous harbors at Port Arthur, New- 
chwung and Talienwnn. The climate 
of tlic country varies from t lie semi- 
tropical to the temperate, in the 
south citrus fruits arc grown suc- 
cessfully. Tlic central and northern 
parts produce fat crops of wheat nml 
other cereals. Gold and silver have 
been mined in the mountain ranges 
of the west for many years, and

Russia Would Fight Rather Than 
Relinquish Manchuria. 



Whutever may have been the con- 
nections between Greeks and Jews 
in the past, the points of contact 
between them at the present day are 
comparatively few, for the Jewish 
population in the kingdom of King 
George appears to be not only small, 
but stationary. Its numbers, which 
in 1891 are given at 5,792, are re- 
turned in 1901 as 5,800, or a net in- 
crease of eight in ten years. Small- 
ness of numbers need not affect the 
natural interest which English Jews 
feel in their Greek brethren, and par- 
ticularly English Jews, for it was 
largely owing to the efforts of the 
British government that Greece be- 
came nn independent kingdom. More- 
over, the fact that the Ionian islands 
were u direct gift from this country 
to Greece intensifies the interest of 
English Jews in the fate of their 
brethren in that part of the Greek 
kingdom. It is true that the hand- 
ful of Greek Jews have no legal or 
state made disabilities like the Jews 
of Russia and Roumania, says the 
Jewish Messenger. In principle th* 
fullest equality obtains. But in prac- 
tice, even so nrdont nn apologist for 
the Greek government as Dr. Belleli 
has to admit that it would be “pre- 
posterous” to argue that “the Jews 
actually enjoy in Greece full rights." 

When the premier of a country 
publicly declares that all Jews ought 
to be put back 50 years it is idle to 
contend that the Jews of that coun- 
try are emancipated in fact, what- 
ever they may be in name. The truth 
of the matter seems to be that in 
emancipating the .Tews the Greek au- 
thorities, like the authorities in 
France, were considerably in ad- 
vance of the sentiment of the people 
as a whole. This popular backward- 
ness found brutal expression in the 
ritual excesses some years ago — ex- 
cesses which drove Jews away from 
the Ionian islands, where they had 
once enjoyed the fullest liberty un- 
der the British and whose effects 
have even now not entirely vanished. 
It seems as though the long enslave- 
ment of a people tends to crush out 
its ideas of liberty and to make of it 
n tyrant when it in turn becomes 
free. The case of Roumania, per- 
haps, is a much more striking illus- 
tration of this than that of Greece. 
Still, the decorations conferred by 
the Greek government on several 
Jews may betoken the development 
of a better feeling toward the Jews. 
In the ordinary course of things it 
would only be natural to anticipate 
the evolution of the ideas of a peo- 
ple like the Greeks in the direction 
of liberty of thought and freedom of 
conscience.

T HE ‘‘Manchurian question," 
which Japan and Great Britain 
are trying to make nn inter- 
national bone of contention, is not as 
intimately connected 'with the pres- 
ent disorders in China ns superficial 
writers would have us believe. The 
fact of the matter is that as long ago 
as 1895 the Chinese government gave 
Russia the privilege of constructing 
a railroad through Manchuria, from 
th*' Siberian border to l’ort Arthur, 
on the gulf of Pe-Chi-Li. This con- 
cession was granted at the instiga- 
tion of l.i Hung Chang in gratitude 
for the part Russia played for China 
in the settlement of the Chino-Jnp- 
n nest* war. It will be remembered 
•that Japan, puffed up by success mi l 
egged on by Great Hritain nnd other 
European powers, was making prep- 
arations to annex wist slices of Chinn 
andto assume a protectorate over the 
independent kingdom of Corea, when 
Russia stepped in and dashed the 
cup from the victor’s lip. Instead of 
securing territory on the mainland of 
Asia. Japan had to content herself 
with the fertile, but brigand-infested, 
island of Formosa nml a money in- 
demnity which has thus far been paid 
only in part. 

To assume that Russia was prompt- 
ed by anything but selfish motives 
in thus thwarting triumphant Japan 
nud assisting humiliated China would 
be absurd. In all of its foreign dipTo- 
nincy the czar's government hasnever 
done a single thing from purely hu- 
manitariun motives. Japanese ex- 
pansion on the continent of Asia 
would have meant disaster to Rus- 
sian military, naval and commercial 
enterprise. It would, furthermore, 
hnvo undermined Russian prestige 
with the Chinese of the northern

Fist Fights Preface Death Strnagle 
But There Is No AVIfe- 
Deatlnir. 



In 6pite of these qualities of easily 
aroused antagonism, of pride and 
Spartan ideals, the Japanese arc an 
essentially gentle race — more so 
than the Anglo-Saxons. Broils in 
which one man hits another are of 
rare occurrence; blows are general- 
ly the preface of a death struggle, 
says Anna N. Benjamin, in Ainslee’s. 
The women may often suffer from 
the prevailing ideals of morality, 
which are yet much lower than ours, 
but there are few wife-beaters, and 
the home atmosphere is almost al- 
ways outwardly peaceful. It follows 
that a little true politeness on the 
part of the foreigner goes a long 
way, and almost invariably meets 
with a warm recognition; you rare- 
ly appeal to the Japanese in vain. 
They are as quick to respond to an 
act of real kindness as they are to 
resent an act which has a tinge of 
arrogance. Our government allowed 
several transports with returning vol- 
unteers to stop at Yokohama, and so 
hundreds of American soldiers lisited 
that city and Tokio. One of them 
hired a bicycle and was taking a 
ride about the streets of Yokohama 
when he ran (.own an elderly Jap- 
anese man. The soldier rang his bell 
several times, but the Japanese ap- 
parently paid no attention to it, and 
the American found himself prompt- 
ly arrested and taken to court, where 
he was nned ten “yen” (five dollars). 
He protested that lie had done every- 
thing- possible to avert the accident, 
and asked why the man made no at- 
tempt to get out of the way. The 
policeman then told him that the 
man was blind. The soldier looked 
dazed for a minute, then felt in his 
pocket and brought out a ten-dollar 
bill. “Here,” he said, "it’s the last 
I've got, but lie can have it,” and 
he turned it over to the blind man. 
The Japanese were deeply touched, 
and that same day a delegation of 
policemen limited up the soldier and 
gave him back liis fine.

J traces of tin, copper and petroleum 
have been found in numerous places.

, -loini-unt hrucite and bituminous— 
which require only improved machin- 
ery to develop a large export trade, 
i American manufacturers nnd ex- 
| porters are vitally interested in the 
i settlement of the Manchurian ques- 
j tion, because the bulk of American 
■ exports to Cliinu have gone to Man- 
churia. Newchwang is an important 
depot for American cotton goods, 
canned meats, flour, lamps, kerosene, 

I tobacco, toys, tools anil cheap cut- 
i lery: and in the city of Moukden. the 
central mart of the province, there 
is not a single shop which does not 
display merchandise made in the 
United States. Last year our mer- 
chants sold $10,000,000 of cotton 
cloths in North China ports, an in- 
crease of nearly 100 per cent, in ten 
years. 

In dealing with the Chinese ques- 
tion, President McKinley lias ever 
kept in mind the commercial side 
of t lie problem, and from the very 
beginning of foreign scheming at 
Peking and other points lias endeav- 
ored to impress upon the flowers tii.fp 
come whnt may the “open floor'* 
policy must form the basis of any 
and nil settlements. In conformity 
with this oft-repeated sine qua non 
the United States cannot sanction or 
countenance the making of secret 
treaties by China with any one flow- 
er. It may ultimately develop that 
Russia's hold on Manchuria is guar- 
anteed by treaties made before the 
outbreak of the Boxer rebellion. 
Should such be the ease the United 
States could not object to 1 lie an- 
nexation of the province; but it. 
could, nud probably would, demand 
equal trade privileges. 

The moralist may find ample causa 
for criticising Russia's policy in Man- 
churia. Vint Jic who believes in the 
commonly-nccepteJ maxim that seif, 
preservation is the first law of na- 
ture will admit, readily and gener- 
ously, that the absorption of the 



provinces who had been taught to 
look upon the czar as the only west- 
ern emperor capable of holding his 
own in a war with China. 

It has been intimated that Li 
Hung Chang, in 1895 ns well as now 
the most astute as well a- far-sight- 
ed of oriental statesmen, was persuad- 
ed by Russian gold and Muscovite 
flattery to advocate the establishment 
of close relations between St. Peters- 
burg and China, and the granting of 
the Manchurian railroad concession 
was the first step in carrying out the 
new policy. With these farts in view 
it becomes apparent that Manchuria 
has in fact, although not in name, 
been a Russian colony ever since 1895; 
and it may be taken for granted that 
Russia will not relinquish its bold 
upon it. Some of the clauses of the

Russo-Chinese agreement lend par- 
ticular emphasis to ihc annexation 
theory, notably that one which spe- 
cifically grants to Russia the right 
to occupy tlie country during the con- 
struction of the railroad and to pro- 
tect both the works and the work- 
men. The Manchurian branch of the 
Trans-Siberian railroad, beginning at 
Lake Baikal, will be 1,200 miles long, 
890 miles of which will be in China 
and 310 miles in Russia. 

Emperor Alexander III., in whose 
brain originated the plan of build- 
ing a modern railroad from the west- 
ernmost part of his empire to the 
Pacific ocean, had selected Vludivo- 
stoek as its terminal port, but the 
Chino-Jnpanese war presented to 
Russian statesernft' a plan fur more 
advantageous. China needed moral 
support from some great power, its 
very existence wus at stake; and in 
order to preserve its territorial in- 
tegrity — on paper at least— it grunted 



Great Skua In Dangrr of Extinction. 

The fishermen of Dieppe, Boulogne 
and Gravelines are accused by the So- 
ciety for the Protection of Birds of 
catching that rare species of gull 
known as the great skua and using it 
as bait. The great skua is already 
in danger of extinction and its only 
known nesting place now is Foula, 
a mountainous islet off the west 
const of Scotland. Steps are being 
taken to have the breeuing grounds 
closely watched this season. Foula 
was the last haunt of the extinct 
great auk.

cor. But such are only temporary 
expedients of occasional travelers. 
People carrying pet dogs nnd tra- 
ding nil the time want some better 
and easier means than that. Baskets 
have always been more or less used 
for this purpose, but the dog bog is 
more convenient. 

The dog bag is made in the form 
of what is eallcirin the trade a cabin 
bag. This is a bag- of a kind now in 
common use as n traveling handbag. 
It has a box-sliapeil hotly with ver- 
tical sides and ends and with the 
top sloping, in its general form it 
is somewhat like n cabin, hence the 
name. 

Obviously the cabin bag was the 
most desirable for this use, because 
with its strnight sides it afforded 
the most room Inside, and so gave 
the greatest comfort to the dog. 
Made up as a dog bag one end of 
the bag’ is taken out entirely, and in 
place is set a wire screen. Some- 
times both ends for greater ven- 
tilation are t (ins equipped. Over the 
grating is a leather curtain, which 
may be opened or closed. 

The measure of success attending 
carrying a dog in this manner must 
depend, of course, somewhat on the 
(log. which must keep quiet, as, how- 
ever, he commonly does. Dogs are 
intelligent, to start with, ami they 
soon become accustomed to travel 
nnd to playing their part well. There 
is, for instance, a story of one clog 
thus carried that, if out of its bag, 
would get back into it at the word. 

This dogt's owner, installed in her 
place in the car, would open the dog 
bag und let the dog jump out for the 
greater comfort to be found in the 
unipler space between the seats, 
keeping meanwhile an eye for who- 
ever entered the eur. The conduc- 
tor appearing presently coming 
through tlie train, she would say to 
the dog: 

“Jack, here comes the conductor." 

Whereupon the dog would itself 
open the bag. throwing up with its 
nose the two leaves that formed the 
top of it and hopping into the bag 
to have the top closed down by its 
mistress, and then it would remain 
as quiet as n mouse until the con- 
ductor hud pussed. 

Dog bags ure made ustiully to or- 
der to accommodate the particular 
dog for which they are intended. The 
price, of course, depends more or 
less on the size nnd quality. The 
dog bags most commonly sold rnnge 
in price nt from three to six dollars; 
but there ure sometimes made for 
this use flue bags costing $15.

Editor Press: If you will al- 
low me space in your columns I 
will write to the people of Oritten 
den county, as I promised them 
to do. 

I arrived at Big Bay oil the loth 
of April, 15101. But sud to find 
that so many of my friends nnd 
acquaintances, yet worst of nil my 
mother and father and one sister, 
have passed out and gone to him 
that knoweth but for their eternal 
good. 

I am satisfied with the country 
and I nm sorry that I havn’t been 
here a long time ago. I am cut- 
ting logs for the Taylor Bros, and 
making good money of any one 
job. 

We have a fine, level, rich nnd 
sandy soil, out here adapted, for 
cotton nnd corn, sweet and irish 
! potatoes nnd nny other stutf that 
you wish to plant, and after it is 
planted it is but a short time be- 
fore you can lay it by. 

I am aiiuiug to purchase land 
'as I can, and land is low in price, 
out here. It hasn’t been but n 
short time back since the Taylor 
Bros, bought one thousand acres 
of land for one thousnud dollars, 
and there is five thousand dollars 
worth of timber on this purchase. 
A man can watch his chances and 
get land very cheap. 

This is a tine stock range out 
here. There is stock hero ten or 
twelve years old that I am certain 
never saw nor nte a ear of corn in 
their lives. 

Mr. Forge Taylor has about one, 
thousntid head of cattle, besides 
his horses nnd mules nnd hogs. 

I think this country much bet- 
ter for a poor man than in old Crit 
tenden. You can pick your jobs 
out here, but out there it is mine 
o.' nothing. We have saw mills 
that pay fron $1.25 up to $3.50, 
and tie making, nnd stave making 
cutting heading, piling nnd rnil- 
raading, $1.25, and a man with a 
heavy team can make n good thing 
in the lumber hauling out in this 
country. 

Well, 1 have told you the sweet 
and will now tell you the bitter. 
We have chills and fever out here, 
we have mosquitoes, and gnats, 
and we have sloughs of water that 
stay in the low places late in sum- 
mer, but while this is the case this 
land can lie drained and mnde n 
line country^ What is needed here 
is more men nnd men of capital to 
open up farms, for the land is so 
heavily timbered it costs some- 
thing to clear it up. The proper 
way to open up land in this coun- 
try is to first deaden your timber, 
and let it stand iu that condition 
for four years; than in August and 
Septembel set tire to the timber 
and burn it out. By so doing you 
save money and labor.
